‘Crime is not a criminal 
problem” in the United States. it 
‘iS a social, economic and 
political problem, said Profes- 
sor Rob McBride, PhD of 
Economics 

“Our system is criminogenic 
| mean, it systematically pushes 
people toward crime,” he said 

| certainly think that it’s only a 
socialist change that’s going to 
speak to this’ 

McBride, a professor at UC 
Santa Cruz, spoke at CSUS Fri- 
day night. For most of that time 
he discussed the intricacies of 
the heroin trade 

McBride's Ph.D. dissertation 
is On heroin sales and use. He 
said he found that inequitable 
social conditions foster the use 
of the drug, and that the profit 
motive generates the trade 

He said that stiff penalties 
and law enforcement crack - 
downs on the heroin industry 
only expand the problem. For

At that time. said McBride 
there were six levels of heroin 
pushers in New York. from 
wholesalers to street sellers 
“After the Rockefeller drug law 
it seems that a seventh level was 
added at the bottom.” he said 

He said teenagers under 16 
who would be tried as juveniles 
added another layer of protec- 
tion for the dealers “because 
the big heat is at the very bot- 
tom.’ 

Since the 1973 law. ac- 
cording to the professor, heroin 
use “has proliferated beyond all 
belief,” more people are in- 
volved in selling. and the price 
of a bribe has reportedly 
doubied in the state 

“They are acting on the basis 
of a very ordinary profit motive, 
not some _ special criminal

Here at Exxon, we're one step closer” Yeah, 
right, one step closer to losing the American con- 
sumer's business. We can only hope that before Ex- 
xon and others ‘run out of gas,” Americans turn to 
bicycles 

Remember the other holiow - headish jingles 
presented on the vacuous visage known as the 
television? Come on Shell, for answers,” “Phillips 
76, the spirit of 76," “Along the Chevron way” and the 
eminently forgettable “This is Bob for Texaco Hope 
in the Gulf of Mexico.” 

Oil companies have for years relied on the 
gullibility of the American public to accept without 
question their claims of returning a large percentage 
of profits to searches for new oil deposits 

But the shortage has hit the West Coast more 
heavily than in the East, as lines in even the smaliiest 
towns are as long as in Los Angeles. San Diego or 
San Francisco Sacramento, neither a ghost town, 
nor a major metropolis, has seen station after station 
shut down, with “Sorry, we are temporarily out of 
gas” as the only explanation 

If, as Oil Companies Claim, there is no gas to dis- 
tribute, then pressure needs to be exerted on the oil - 
producing Mideast countries. Starting from the top 
with our elected President; regardless of who has 
held the office, the President has seldom had the 
guts to confront worid oil powers with their un- 
cooperativeness

Not a cause for celebration 


The recent editorial of May 1, 1979 entitied “Gold 
Rush Days a Success” accuses the Third World 
Coalition of using the protests against Goid Rush 
Days at CSUS as a pretense for “really getting one 
more shot in at the ASI Senate” and its funding 
priorities If the Third World Coalition views a celeb- 
ration of such dubious distinction in the same 
context as the underfunding of their programs and 
the racist attitudes that abound at CSUS. itis notat 
all surprising As was pointed out at the 
demonstration, Gold Rush Days !s not something 
that needs to be celebrated at CSUS. More profound 
historical reasons exist for the protest than AS! fun- 
ding, reasons such as genocide, worker ex- 
ploitation, sexism, racism anda the rape of the land 

Throughout the Gold Rush celebration the 
absence of genuine factual representation of the era 
in Question smacks at best of academic inferiority 
and at worst of a conscious distortion and 
glorification of policies of the past. These have only 
served the interests of a few to the detriment of the 
majority of working men and women in this country 
Such insensitive and questionable motives that 
place ‘The Birth of a Nation” (a movie that distorts 
the history of reconstruction following the Civil War 
and glorifies the racist KKK) in the same category as 
a “classic” to be shown during this celebration is 
deplorable and despicable 

The appearance on campus of Confederate play - 
soldiers and the Confederate flag, a glorification of 
Slavery, is viewed by many of us as an insult to all 
pecple who believe in justice and equality. The 
parading on campus of a wagon full of Gold Rush 
women, portraying the Gold Rush exploitation of 
women, as a happy jovial party in an incalculable 
distortion of the historica! facts of prostitution, rape 
and early death for many wornen in the west. In fact, 
the very name “Goid Rush Days” is so benign as to 
be inaccurate. It would be immendsely more ac- 
curate to rename it “Manifest Destiny Days,” or 
“Robber Baron Days,” or simply “Rip - off Days.” 

The westward march across this continent is a 
history full of exploitation, oppression and death 
The role the Goid Rush played in creating vast for- 
tunes off the backs of Asian and European workers 
is well documented. The Gold Rush heipec to create

a huge army of cheap laborers who suffered dep 
rivation and death for the schemes of greedy US 
entrepreneurs 

The historic rip - off of land and genocide that 
were perpetrated upon the original inhabitants of 
this Country is hardly cause for celebration The 
effects of such crimes are still with us today, for ex 
ample in such attempts by the US Government to 
buy off the Pit River Tribe with offers of 47 cents an 
acre for their stolen lands. This period also 
witnessed the wholesale disenfranchisement and 
dislocation of Mexican, peopies. ignoble and 
shameful black slavery and a devastating period of 
civil war. When one adds to these the exploitation of 
the land in the gold country, with the scars still 
visible, the total picture makes for somewhat of a 


lackiuster celebration 
The Gold Rush period does not glitter with the 


color of gold. Gold was the pretense, gold was the tie 
and gold was the smokescreen behind which all 
people who did not own anything but their labor 
were shuffled from one end of the worid to the other 
to do the bidding of the rich The promise of goid up- 
rooted families and laid waste to te dreams and 
hopes of millions of people. The geia ended inonlya 
few pockets, while impoverishment and hardship 
illed the rest 

Without a doubt the historic reality is with us and 
the Gold Rush is part of that reality. But we protest 
that it is not cause for celebration: rather it is acause 
for the re - examination and the re - structuring of 
human priorities. This will require throughtful 
democratic co - operation, not mindless 
glorification that passes for fun and relaxation. The 
period known as the Gold Rush should not be 
forgotten by any of us. It will rank as one of the more 
vicious times of exploitation and as such should be 
studied and understood for what it was — brutal 
imperialism. Imperialism is not in the best interest of 
working people, biack, browr yellow or white. The 
vast Mma,ority of people at CSUS are worhing people 
and we do not feel that it is appropriate to celebrate 
something which was not and is not in our best 
interests 
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Exposing the myth of 
reverse discrimination

Supreme Court not too 


Remember “reverse discrimination? 
the action supported by the 
long ago that wou!d allow educational institutions to 


dismantle affirmative action programs 
ct G 


Once again the myth of reverse discrimination is 
being presented as the excuse to destroy affirmative 
action, but this time where it hurts not just students 
but ethnic minorities and women in the workforce or 
who want to enter the workforce 

Brian Weber. a white worker at the Kaiser 
Aluminum plant in Gramercy. La. is now arguing 
before the Supreme Court that he is a victim of 
reverse discriminatior He claims the Kaiser af- 
firmative action program discriminates against him 
as a white and is thus illegal 


This particular affirmative action program 
demanded by workers at the plant and won at the 
bargaining table, was designed in 1974 to admit 
whites and blacks on a one - to - one basis to an on - 
the - job training program for the previously all white 
skilled craft positions. Candidates were to be ad- 
mitted from separate black and white seniority iists 
until the number of black skilled workers was 
proportional to the black population surrounding 
Gramercy 


We can trace the Kaiser affirmative action 
program to the decades of struggle by blacks and 
whites. women and men against economic and 
political oppression through mass and often violent 
protests. As a result of these protests opportunities 
were Opened up to minorities and women as well as 
white workers with affirmative action programs. This 
was particularly evident in the plant where Brian 
Weber worked. Prior to affirmative action there ex- 
isted no opportunity for any plant worker, white or 
black, to advance into a skilled training position 


Affirmative action was designed to correct his- 
toric and current inequities in admissions, income, 
training, hiring and promotion. Jobs and 
educational opportunities opened up to women and 
minorities that otherwise previously were not there 
White students benefitted by educational grants 
brought through affirmative action efforts. In these 
grants, income level is the determining factor, not 
race or sex 


The slogan of “reverse discrimination” is just 
another way that the people who own the productive 
processes in ‘his country have of making whites 
believe that they are being abused by non - whites. In 
reality, worsening economic conditions force high 
unemployment and cutbacks in educational and 
social services in order to secure high profits for in- 
dustry. The industrialists cream off the wealth while 
we fight over left - over charge 

Throughout the long struggie for equality — a 
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Struggle still far from being resolved many 
perhaps most peopie have tended to look at dis 
crimination as simply a racial probiem This ap 
proach at ‘reconciling misunderstandings betweer 
the races” has been widely practiced, but the gains 
for blacks, women and other ethnic minorities have 
been few and now seem very tenuous It is time t 

reevaluate the sources of discrimination and try to 
alternative approach to the problem 


Unqualified minorities” are not “stealing p 
portunities away from white workers. This has never 
been what affirmative action programs have 
represented. White male wage and salary earners 
have the more preferred jobs in society. and are led 
to view “others” who seek some of ‘their 
privileges as enemies. However, all workers gain by 
uniting and bosses have every interest in under 
mining such unity. Bosses deliberately seek to keep 
women and minorities in the dirtiest, iowest paying 
and dead - end jobs not just because they are racist 
and sexist but more so because they are poisoning 
their interest. Racism and sexism are profitable to 
employers. When employment, admission, training 
and promotion differentials break down along racial 
or sexual lines, employers are much more able to 
limit gains for all in public services, job security, ade- 
quate housing and better working conditions Thisis 
the reason we witness so many major corporations 
offering to pay Brian Weber's legal expenses 


relative 


Only because of workers’ action were employers 
forced to g ve these concessions — they were never 
handed out on a silver platter by kind - hearted 
liberal politicians, managers, or owners. These 
minimal affirmative action gains won by wage and 
salary earners will always be under attack because 
of the threat they pose to profits 

We must continue to expose the myth of reverse 
discrimination. The probiem was not that at ieast 16 
of 100 positions at U.C. Davis were reserved for 

inorities (as Bakke successfully argued), but 
rather that not enough doctors are trained to meet 
the health needs of this society. The probiem is not 
that blacks and whites need to fight for properticnal 
representation in skilled or unskilled positions but 
rather that there exists massive inemployment in 
Our inherently unstabie economy. We are ail heid 
back if women and minorities are left in a decidediy 
oppressed position. Only a few will continue to gain 
by provoking antagonisms and deliberately inmiting 
Opportunities. By uniting and voicing disapproval 
we can continue to defend and expand the gains we 
all have won through affirmative action

The new French film Get Out 
Your Handkerchiefs, currently in 
its Sacramento premiere at the 
Showcase Cinema, is not a tearful 
romance as you might suspect 
fromthe title Ratheritis awise and

It justifiably won the Academy 
Award for Best Foreign Film last 
year, and its warm reception by

They finally decide to leave the 
city and become counselors at a 
summer camp for young boys 
Only then does Solange meet her 
catalyst for change He is a 13 - 
year old genius named Christian 
(Riton), who soon endears himself 
to all of them. He is the snobbish 
child of weaithy “creeps” but pro- 
jects a winning sincerity that is dif- 
ficult to resist 

Solanoe finally awakens from 
her stupor and falls desperately in 
love with Christian. This 
development is the cause of much 
celebration between Raoul and 
Stephane until they realize the boy 
must be sent back to his parents 

It is here that the film abruptly 
shifts from being an amusing 
comedy of manners to an cut- 
rageous screwball farce. Solange 
is determined to be reunited with 
her Christian and stages a 
hilarious kidnapping from fis 
remote boarding school. In con- 
trast to her previous boredom she 
has become an avenging Joan of 
Arc 

Get Out Your Handkerchiefs 
leaves you both exhilarated and 
thoughtful. Perhaps finding our 
own happiness means going 
against all the laws of logic and 
reason we've been brought up 
with. But whatever the message of 
Handkerchiefs it can be seen sim- 
ply as a highly inventive and touch- 
ing comedy about peopie trying to 
find their own answers about the 
meaning of love. Those answers 
may not suit ali of us but everyone 
will enjoy this film's approach to 
the questions.

The only unusual material 
offered by the band Thursday 
night was the lamest reggae ever 
heard. Starting out as an original 
song about Clayton Thomas 
vacation with his girlfriend in 
Jamaica, the band went into Bob 
Marley's “Duppy Conqueror” and 
Toots and the Maytal “Funky 
Kingston.” The way Blood, Sweat 
and Tears played it, Kingston did 
not seem funky in the least If 
Clayton - Thomas had not called 
the number reggae no one would 
have ever guessed what it was sup- 
posed to be 


Although Clayton - Thomas did 
not exhibit the vocal range of his 
earlier landme « work he ts still a 
powerful and smooth vocalist. The 
show's highlight was the hit 
mediey in which Clayton - Thomas 
seemed most comfortable and

The department is in the 
process of putting all the information on acomputer 
program 

Computers can be used in a lot of areas in 
medicine to increase efficiency and save time,” said 
Ted Cohen, director of clinical engineering and a 
graduate of teh biomedical engineering masters 
program at CSUS. As part of his research for his 
master's degree Cohen worked on a computerized 
patient data display system 

This system would record all the information 
trom a patient's heart or respiratory monitor so all 
the nurse has to do is punch a button for the in- 
formation to appear on a screen 
The program at Sac State is excellent for prepar- 
ing you to work in hospita! clinical engineering 
Cohen said. “Getting paid and unpaid hospital ex- 
perience before graduation is extremely vaiuabie in 
education and getting to know people in the fieid 
Cohen worked as a student intern in clinical 
engineering from September, 1976 to October, 1978 
prior to becoming director 
CSUS approved the biomedical engineering 
masters degree in 1977 and had its first graduates 
last December No other CSUC campus awards this 
type of degree Students enter the program with 
bachelors degrees in electrical or mechanical 
engineering, biology, physiology or bio - physics 
Fifty students are currently in the CSUS program 
with two interns at Medical Center and five at Sutter 
Memorial Hospital 
Sutter's department has five

technicians, three full - time PM technicians, and no 
mechanical technicians. Plant operations does most 
mechanical work, and the remainder is contracted 
out.

‘We each attend a schoc! once a year and work 
with, and talk to factory representatives every 
coupie of weeks,” said Medical Center electronics 
technician Greg Johnson Equipment still under 
warranty is handled by factory representatives 

Requests for design of special equipment come 
in to the department and technicians fill them when 
possible 

One doctor needs a device that will show up inx- 
rays to make pelvic measurements of pregnant 
women. He read a German magazine article on the 
device; it is not made in the United States. so a 
technician designs a device to do the job 

As part of the calibration procedure for artificial 
kidney machines another technician devises a 
digital counter to measure the specified output of 
the pump of an artificial kidney 

A lot of our work comes from user/operator 
misuse,’ Johnson said. Since this job involves a lot 
of contact with people !t also includes human errors 
and a technician never knows what he'll find when 
he answers a Call 

A technician aoes up on the floor to fix alamp that 
doesn't work.” It is unplugged. When this is pointed 
Out, he is told that that’s because it doesn't work. He 
plugs itin and turns tn on, and sure enough, nothing 
happens. He Ilcoks under the cover there is no 
light bulb tn it 

This type of thing is acommon occurrence, along 
with problems like a power switch not being turned 
on 

Including everything in the hospital, like 
typewriters and desks, there are something like 
9,000 pieces of equipment for us to work on.” said 
Cohen ‘Everything is inspected initially when 
bought and after that it varies we could see ie 
again in One month or never 

That amount of equipment provides an endiess 
variety of possibilities for work assignments, and 
that doesnt even include assisting doctors with 
stuck fingers
